LICENSED TRADERS JUBILANT 


Debts Hanging Fire for Years Have 
Been Paid and a Pleasant Pre- 
cedent Established. ~.,

BARTLESVILLE, Ll. T., July 3.—At the 
@iactiag heli bw the Osage Indians at the 
Pawhuska agency the full-blood, or Big 
Heart, faction was defeated by the largest 
majority of reecnt years. O-lo-hah-wal-la 
was elected chief and Che-sho-hun-kah as- 
sistant chief, with six of the eight mem- 
bers of the tribal council. 

The Progressives, as the winning ticket 
was called, stand for the intermarried 
members and the white and licensed trad- 
ers elements of the reservation, although it 
really makes but little difference to the 
great body of the Osages which side is in 
power. The methods that obtain are 
practically alike in either event, as the 
policy of the government et Washington 
dictates everything. 

The issue of the election means that in- 
dividual debts will be paid from tribal 
funds if they are owed to licensed traders, 
and the influence of the Osage traders 
will be used to keep as much trading as 
possibie inside the reservation poundaries, 
because © per cent of the amount is guar- 
anteed avi deducted from, the payroll by 
the Indian agency, where it is held by 
Hoensed traders, but not 1 cent otherwise.

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BALTIMORE WOME 
WALK TO ST. LOUIS 


Quintet Expect to Make the World’s 
Fair in About Three 
Months. 


BALITTIMORE, Md., July 9.—Imbued with 
the idea of seeing the World's Fair at St.

LEVY TAXES ON 
MAYOR'S SHORTAGE 


Assessment Made on the Various Es- 
tates as If Full Amount 
Were on Hand. 


DAVENPORT, July 9.—A new question 
has arisen out of the shortage in the estate 
handled by 8S. F. Smith and involves some 
fine points of law, and which will be the 
matter of considerable discussion before it 
is setticd. 

When the assessments were made on the 
moneys and credits in the city this spring

reported in as if the full amount still re- 
mained in the estate. 

Now it has been ascertained’ that these 
estates are short from $20,000 to $30,000 and 
the point has arisen as to whether the city 
and county can collect the taxes on tho 
moneys which were reported in but which 
did not really exist. 

It will be readily seen that, taken from 
the report of 8S. F. Smith, several of the 
estates would be assessed for sums that did 
not exist because the investigation shows 
that they are short large sums. 

The total amount of the shortage Is es- 
timated at $125,000 or thereabouts and as 
Mr. Smith said nothing about this to the 
assessor, the assessor has levied taxes 
on that much property which did not exist. 

It is a general rule, however, that when 
the assessment has been made it cannot 
be changed unless the parties can show 
that no such report was made to the os- 
sessor and a nice point of law is raised. 
Another question is as to how much the 
estates were short on the first of January 
of this year. 

On the other hand there was security in 
‘most of the estates and the monev will 
have to be paid in by the bondsman, which 
would not make the estates short, but 
which would naturally reduce the amount 
of property held by the bondsman, and if 
he pays taxes on the amount paid in or 
could he claim that the eum paid over did 
not belong to him and therefore claim a re- 
bate on tho asserasment. 

The amount of taxes derived from this 


gum of $125,000 would be about $1500, and be- 
fore the matter is settled the attornevs 
will have n chance to hunt for authorities 
on the matter.

Big Strike Reported Near El Paso, 
Where Fuel Is Dear and Hard 
to Get at That. 


EL PASO, Tex., July 9.—El Paso is ex- 
cited. Citizens are rushing to Fort Han- 
cock to file claims. Land has jumped from 
$15 a section to $640—or to $1 per acre. 

Coal is the magic word which has caused 
the rush, black diamonds which in this vi- 
cinity mean much gold. 

The importance of this coa] strike to El 
Paso and the southwest is almost incom- 
prehensible. It means more than the en- 
trance of the first continental railroad into 
this city. The possibilities are unlimited, 
|and it will surely make El Paso the great- 
\est city of the southwest within a few 
years. We have iron ore in abundance, 
not only in Texas, but also in Mexico, Arl- 
zona and Chihuahua. The only element 
lacking to make this the Pittsburg of the 
southwest was coal, and from present in- 
dications we shall soon have that in abund- 
ance. 

It is authentically reported that a big 
coal strike has been found within 50 miles 
of El Paso, near Fort Hancock, on the T. 
& FP. railroad. James Finlay, a rancher, 
while boring for water on his ranch in sec- 
tion township No. 6, struck a 10-foot 
vein of fine coal at a depth of 240 feet. 

Last Tuesday Frank P. Baird, a Chicago 
capitalist, struck the same vein on Section 
No. 17, which undoubtedly shows the vein 
to be horizontal, and to at least extend 
over an area of several square miles. Most 
of the adjoining sections in block 74 afe 
held by El Paso people. 

The land in question belongs to the state 


of Texas and costs $15 a section to take 
up. 

A section comprises 640 acres and land of 
this character with a vein of coal under- 
lying is worth $300 an acre if located wiih- 
in lU miles of a railroad. The vein which 
has been struck lies from 6 to 16 miles from 
the raiiroad station. 

This means cheap coal for El Paso, as 
both Messrs. Baird and Finley are positive 
they have found the largest vein of coal! 
west of the Mississippi river. Mr. Baird has 
aiready left for the north, presumably to 
organize @ company to commence opera- 
tions as soon as possible. 

This means many manufacturing indus. 
tries for El Paso, as the coal, if found in 
large quantities, can be placed in El Paso 
at a fair profit for about $3 a ton, the 
freight rate from Fort Hancock being only 
6 cents per ton. :

Finally Giuseppe G:igcosa, the genial writer 
of the libretto, appeared, all disheveled,

Butterfly, broke into such a flood of tears 
and sobs that it was feared she would be 
ill. Such a reception of his work was in 
every way unexpected. The play, written 
by John Luther Long and David Belasco 

had fascinated Puccini when he saw it in 
London, and he had counted on a genuine 
triumph. Its poetry and gomes, no less 
than the opportunities for beautiful scenic 
effects, seemed to mark it for operatic 
treatment, and he threw his whole heart 
in the work. The first failure has not dis- 
couraged him or caused h'm to lose confi- 
dence in the opera, however. He withdrew 
it from La ala, but it is booked for 
Rome and other cities in Italy, where it 
will appear with a few changes looking to 
its condensation and the lessening of the 
strain -which a peculiarly long second act 
placed upon the audience.

It is interesting to note in 
the vocal score that Puccini has intro- 
duced the first period of ‘The Star-Span- 
gied Banner” a dozen times as a typical 
phrase or symbol.

“I'm going to build mea sod house on the 
place and live on ft,”’ was tife answer. ‘I’ m | 
tired of city life and I want to get to the 
country on a place of my own. I have lived 
in cities for so many years, but l:am de- 


termined to get out in God's sunshine and 
to enjoy life as it was intended that we 
should.”’ 

Miss Conway is tall and slender, and is 
just 2 years old. She has light hanr and 
eyes, a determined mouth and chin and a 
winning smile.

Severine is known throughout France as one of 
the first French woman journalists, and as a 
champion of the cause of the weak and needy. 
So often has she appealed for the disinherited of 
the earth through the columns of the newspapers 
that she has Keen nicknamed tn Paris, “Our Lady 
of the Tearful Eye.”

THERE IS CELTIC BLOOD 
IN ROOSEVELT’S VEINS

LONDON, July 9.—President Roosevelt's mother 
was a Miss Bulloch of Georgia, but few facts 
have been published with regard to her family. 
for the President cannot trace it further back 
than to the bulloch who settled tn South Carolina 
at the beginning of the eltghteenth century: A 
distingudshed antiquarian, who has been Investi- 
gating the history of the family, tella the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent that the Bullochs ciime 
almost to a man from the little parish of Ralder 
Noche, Stirlingshire, the registers of which are 
fairly complete from the beginning of the sev- 
enteenth century down to the present time. They 
unquestionably were of Celtic origin and married 
for generations into Highland families. 

The name originally was Balloch. It @id not 
take the form of Bulloch unt!! the middie of the 
eighteenth century, when the changes in nomen- 
clature affected by the Jacobite rebellion would 
seem to have affected it. In any case, the name 
has nothing to do with the Bulloch family. which 
is quite undistinguished in Britain, its members 
being mostly small cotters, weavers or colliers.

Noch today, and though there are representatives 
in America and Canada, the family manifests a 
tendency to die out completely, which seems to 
show that Mr. Roosevelt does not tnherit from his 
maternal ancestors his convictions about increas- 
ing the family tree.

| After notifying Judge Alton B. Parker that his belief in the gold 
standard, announced in a telegram read from the platform, did not dis- 
qualify him as the presidential candidate of Democracy, the Democratis 
national convention early this morning nominated ex-Senator Henry 
G.' Davis of West Virginia for vice-president and adjourned. 

Adjournment was reached at 1:30 this morning, after a closing ses- 
sion of five hours. 

The vice-presidential nomination, for which the way had been pre- 
pared by nominating speeches at yesterday afternoon’s session, was the 
work of but a few minutes. | 

The Parker telegram, destined to become famous among American 
political documents, was the fiery pith of the most ardent debate which 
the convention had witnessed. 

Received by William F. Sheehan of the New York delegation, its 


progress yesterday afternoon, and immediately took precedence of all 
other business. 

““‘We want to know who our candidate for president is going to 
be before we nominate a vice-president,’’ declared Senator Culberson 
of Texas, and the fear that the work of the all-night session which ended 
yesterday morning would have to be done over again was in the minds 
of many who voted for his nomination to take a recess until night. 


PARKER BELIEVES IN GOLD STANDARD. 


__Judge Parker, in his telegram, stated that he was a believer in the gold standard, 
and d would ¢ act in accordance with that belief if he should become President; that he 
thought, in in the absence of a plank on the money question in the party platform, that 
the ce! elegates should be advised of his views in time to permit them, if they dis- 
approved his attitude, to mame another candidate betore adjournment. 
The proposed reply stating that the convention was aware of Judge Parker's 
financial views when it tendered him the nomination, and that his declaration 416 
not make him less acceptable as a candidate, wag read by Senator Tillman, who, 
with John Sharp Williams, urged its adoption in the interest of harmony. — 
William Jennings Bryan, who arose from a sickbed to return to the convention 
at the critical moment, opposed the proposed message on the ground that it would 
commit the convention to the gold standard. 

“If the convention had desired to indorse the gold standard,” he declared, “thie 
snoulg have been done in the platform.” . 

Great excitement prevailed during the early hours of the night session, and the 
unexpected appearance of Bryan intensified this into a feeling approaching frensy. 


BRYAN SPEAKS AGAIN. 


Gaining the platform a second time after Senator Carmack had spoken, Mr, 
Bryan moved to amend the proposed message by adding detailed queries as te Judge 


Parker’s financial beliefs.

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PARKER TELEGRAM WAS 
THUNDERBOLT AT SECOND 


SESSION OF THE DAY 


In a tumult the convention had taken a recess at 7 o'clock after convening at 


5:20, following the receipt of the telegram from Judge Parker. in which he declared 


himself to be an unqualified advocate of the gold standard, was received late in 
the afternoon Ly 


Connecticut, Jobn P. Hopkins of Illinois and the leaders of other states which had 
Supported the New York jvrist for the presidency, were promptly advised of the 
contents of the message. . 

Judge Parker, by notifying his friends that he would accept the nomination only 
on the understanding that, if elected, he should be expected to maintain the present 
money standard, threw the convention into wild commotion. 

His position had been well known to all the delegates who had supported his 
candidacy, but the boldness of his words made all of the leaders gasp. They did 
not expect that he would throw down the gauntlet to the national convention. They 
interpreted his message as meaning that unless his view of the money question was 
accepted, he would refuse to be the presidential candidate. 


SOUTHERN DELEGATES CALL HALT 


When the full import of Judge Parker’s telegram was realized by the leaders of 


some of the southern states, they immediately demanded a halt in the convention 
proceedings unti) the issue raised by the presidential nominee could be settled. 

The convention had assembled for the afternoon session, to nominate Parker's 
running mate. Williams of Illinois, Turner of Washington, Davis of West Virginia, 
Carmack of Tennessee and Harris of Kansas had been placed in nomination. 

The convention was getting ready for a vote and quick adjournment when the 
Feport was spread among the delegates that Judge Parker had sent a very impor- 
tant telegram to Sheehan. 

Tiill and Sheehan suddenly left their seats among the New York delegates, and 
soon were followed out by other leaders. Senator Clark of Montana was on the 
platform, seconding the nomination of Turner. When the millionaire politician from 
Montana finished his speech Senator Culberson of Texas took the floor. The name 
of Texas had not been called by the clerks, and Chairman Champ Clark was puzzled 
to know why the Texas senator should demand recognition just at that juncture. 

“Mr. Chairman,” the big colleague of Senator “Joe” Bailey shouted so he 
eould be heard all over the Coliseum, “before we proceed with the nomination of a 
candidate for vice-president, it seems to me that we should first learn who is to be 
our candidate for president.” 

This statement caused great excitement in the convention. 
delegates or spectators could realize what had happened, Senator 


Almost before either 
Culberson had 


moved that the convention take a recess until 8:20 o’clock, the motion had been put, 


and Chairman Clark had declared it carried. 

Immediately the spectators and many of the delegates demanded to know the 
reason for the sudden adjournment. As the contents of Judge Parker’s telegram 
were passed about the convention hall the delegates from various states gathered 
in groups to discuss it. 

Many of the delegates, not all supporters of the gold plank idea, frankly ex- 
pressed their admiration for the candidate who would thus boldly state his case be- 
fore the adjournment of the convention. 

“We have a candidate with backbone, anyway,” a delegate from Idaho shouted. 


WANTED TO HOLD TO PARKER. 


Most of the delegates were taken too much by surprise to express themselves. 
They urged their leaders to confer with Parker’s New York friends before taking any 
definite position. Following Parker’s nomination they had become enthusiastic in 
their praises of the chosen standard bearer of the party. They seemed reluctant to 
turn back to the question of nominating any other candidate. All were Parker men 
after the nomination and nearly all seemed inclined to continue Parker men. 

As soon as the convention had taken a recess, Sheehan, Hill, Taggart, Carmack, 
Hopkins, Campau and a dozen other leaders went into conference. Parker’s telegram 
was read and re-read, and various suggestions wére made for meeting the issue which 
the New York candidate had raised. 


EDITORIAL’S GREAT INFLUENCE. 


The issue raised by Judge Parker had been much in the minds of the delegates 
all day because of the New York World’s editorial] entitled “Shall Roosevelt Have a 
Walkover?” reprinted conspicuously in the Post-Dispatch. 

The Parker leaders were inclined to resent criticism of their failure to obtain the 
adoption of a gold plank, and the delegates from the south and west, while indi- 
cating little concern over the attitude of the Parker men on this point, were greatly 
concerned over the question whether Parker would win or lose the election. They had 
been assured positively that the New York jurist would carry New York, and The 
World’s warning that a dangerous mistake had been made impressed them greatly. 

When the convention took the recess, opinion was divided on the ques- 
tion whether the Parker men, even after their great victory in the contest for the 
presidential nomination, could round up a majority of the delegates for a gold plank. 
Hill has asserted all day that it could not be done. 

The Parker men lined up 658 votes for Parker on the first roll-call, and they 
would require only 501 votes in order to add to the platform a gold plank. But 
many of their Parker votes came from southern states which are willing to admit 
that the gold standard is now a fixed fact, but who did not want to go to the length 
of putting the fact in the platform. 

William J. Bryan, whose friends would like him to lead the fight against a 
gold plank on the floor of the convention, was ill in his room all day. The Nebraska 
leader, following his remarkable speech in the convention hall at daybreak yesterday, 
went to his rooms in the Jefferson completely exhausted. He had been working for 
two days and two nights without sleep, and was used up. His condition in the 


‘afternoon was such that a physician was called. 


| With Bryan unable to lead the fight in person, the gold-plank advocates be- 
lieved their prospects of a winning fight improved. 


COMPLETE REPORT OF 
LAST NIGHT’S SESSION 


The convention did not go into session promptly at 8:30 o'clock last night, although 
the greater number of delegates and alternates were in their seats, keyed up to a 
high pitch of excitement over the possibie ¢ vents of the night. 

The news that there would, in all probability, be all sorts of political fireworks 

spread rapidly through the oity, and the people commenced to pour into the 
ullding, anxious to see what would be done. The crowd, although large, was noth- 
ing Compared to the terrific jam that was allowed to pass into the Coliseum last 
Right. It was reported from the conference at the Southern ‘Hotel that no word 
would be forthcoming for an hour, and it was decided to defer the opening of the ses- 
sion until something definite was received for the guidance of the chairman. 

in the meantime, the greatest excitement prevailed in and around the hall 
equaled only by the deep perplexity in which many of the delegates found them- 
selves. They knew a message had been received from Judge Parker, but its exact 
contents were unknown. There were hundreds of versions, but none of them was 
known to be accurate. They were all looking for a tempest, but could not make 
any accurate ostimate of its violence. 


ANXIOUS TO HEAR MESSAGE. 


At 9°20 o'clock Chairman Clark pounded vigorously with his gavel and asked for

““Lhe noise and the confusion of the mob and the rabble has characterized every 
hour of the sitting of this convention. The time has come, my countrymen, when you 
should think about what you are doing, when you should weigh carefully and delib- 
r@rately the great questions which you are called upon here to consider. It is not a 
question whether this man or that man or any other man should be nominated for 
President and for vice-president, but It is a question as to whether or not will you be 
able to select a man who will be sufficiently strong at the polls in November to de- 
feat that national peril, Theodore Roosevelt. (Cheers.) 


‘“LET’S GET DOWN TO BUSINESS.” 


Now let us get down to business. We have worn the wire edge off, and let us 
go to work and let us find owt what this rumor which has seemed to create almost 
disorder in this hall, is, and let the gentleman from New York to whom the tele- 
gram was addressed, if this is a matter that this convention should consider, that af- 
fects this convention, read it. Let the truth be known ard then let us proceed to 
business. (Applause.) 

Chairman Clark replied: “It is moved that the New York delegation or the mem- 
ber of that delegation who has the telegram that has been bruited about this city— 
if he has such a one, produce it and read it to this convention.’’ 

George Raines of New York asked that the motion be deferred unti] the chairman 
of his delegation could be heard from. 


WAITING FOR NEW YORK MEN. 


“How much time do you want ’”’ asked the chairman. 

“I understand the chairman of the New York delegation is now on his way to 
the hall.’’ was the reply. 

“The chair requests the gentleman from Mississippi to withdraw his motion for 
a few moments, said Mr. Clark. 

Gov. Vardaman acquiesced and Judge Richardson of Alabama asked that Sen- 
ator Carmack of Tennessee be intervrogated as to whether or not he had re- 
ceived a telegram Judge Parker. 

“Gentlemen,” said the chairman, “this is the most weighty matter that has 
come before this convention, and we want no information second-hand. We want 
it from the fountain-head. I understand that the message is now on the way to 
the hall and I suggest— 

The band piayed “Dixie’’ and was réWarded with the usual yells. 

While the convention waited, good Order prevailed. Suddenly the clerk's voice 
arose with the announcement: ‘There ig a telegram at the desk for George Fred 
Williams.”’ 

A ripple of laughter began in the MasSachusetts delegation and spread over the 


hall. 
ADVISED TO KEEP COOL. 


The conference committee reached the hall at 9:35 and filed slowly along the crowd- 
ed aisle in the center of the convention floor. Delegates thronged about them, ask- 
ing: ‘‘What shall we do?’’ 

“Keep your heads and behave,” retorted Senator lillman, with emphasis, and he 
repeated the injunction at numerous interv als. 

John Sharp Williams, Gov. Vardaman, Senator Tillman and Senator Carmack 
made their way to the platform with the myeterious message in their possession. 

A short conference took place among the four and Chairman Clark, while the 
delegates who had for the moment put excitement away from them, sang: “My Old 
Kentucky Home,” a delegate from Kentucky, standing on his chair, leading the song. 
The band caught up the melody and the convention sang a second verse to the ac- 
companiment. 

Chairman Clark pounded for order, with John 8. Williams standing by his side. 

“TI wish to announce in advance,’ said the chairman, ‘that on this important 
matter every man shall have a full and fair hearing. I now introduce John Sharp 
Williams of Mississippi.’’ 

Mr. Williams spoke as follows:

A ringing cheer went around the hall, but 
it was brief, so anxious were the delegates 
to see what would follow. 

Mr. Williams—Mr. Chairman, I think you 
will bear me out in what I said: This is the 
first time in the history of the United 
States that a man already nominated for 
the greatest office on the surface of this 
earth has been so supersensitive about a 
matter of personal rectitude and honor as 
to send a telegram to a friend asking him 
to decline the nomination for him, if, as 
he seems to fave been informed, there is 
something in the platform which is not 
in accord with his opinion. 


DEFENDS HIS ACTION. 


“My friends, we purposely made this p at- 
form silent on the question of the monetary 
standard. We made it silent because we 
all) ugreed that was not an issue in this 
campaign (applause), and we all agreed, 
furthermore, that nothing should be placed 
in the platform which was not a campa’gn 
issue, and the consequence was that, in the 
resolutions committee, motions were made 
to table, and those motions were carried. 
every resolution on both sides which tended 
to bring up as an issue in this campaign 
the question of the monetary standard. 

‘‘Now, my friends, Jurge Parker ex- 
presses his opinion for fear somebody might 
think that you did not know it. There 
was not in all this vast assembly one sin- 
gle, solitary man who did not already 
know that Judge Parker Was a gold stand- 
ard man. I have been one of the most 
consistent, persistent and perhaps radical 
free silver men in the United States and 
I knew that he was a gold standard “man, 
and he never made any attempt to conceal 
it from anybody. He had supported our 
candidates, and had said that, although he 
did not agree with us upon this plank, he 
was still a Democrat. (Applause.) 

“Now, my friends, in a campaign which 
was so fraught against imperialism, against 
executive usurpation, we purposely made a 
platform, so far as the monetary standard 
is concerned, upon which W. J. Bryan could 
have stood or Grover Cleveland could have 
stood, or anybody else, who was with us 
in the pending live campaign issues could 
have stood. (Applause.) 


TILLMAN READS MESSAGE, 

His declaration that Parker’s views were 
known to every man in the convention was 
received with faint applause. 

He asked Senator Tillman to read the 
message which it was proposed to send 
Judge Parker, but there was a short delay, 
owing to the difficulty experienced by the 
senutor dn deciphering the handwriting of 
Mr. Williams. 

The senator asked for quiet, saying that 
he had undergone an operation on his 
throat, and that his voice had lost ‘“‘that 
nightingale quality that it once possessed.” 

He then proposed to read, when Mr. Will- 
iams interrupted with the remark: ‘Here 
is a typewritten copy.”’ 

“For which I thank Almighty God,” re- 
torted the senator. He then read the fol- 
lowing message to Judge Parker: 


“The platform adopted by this conm- 
vention is silent on the question of the 
monetary standard hecause it is not re- 
garded by us as a possible issue in this 
campaign, and only campaign issues 
were mentioned in the platform. 
fore, there its nothing iu the views ex- 
pressed by you in the telegram fast re- 
ecived which would preclude a man en- 
tertaining them from accepting a noeme 
ination on said platform.” (Applause.) 

As Mr. Tillman concluded the reading of 


the message, Representative Richardson of 
Alabama arose, he said, ‘“‘to dispassionately 
discuss the message to be sent to Judge 
Parker.” 

Chirman Clark explamed that he had rec- 
ognized Senator Tillman, who also desired 
to discuss the same matter. Mr. Richaréd- 
son bowed and retired at once, and Mr. 
Tillman proceeded. 

PLEDGED TO MISSOURI. 

Senator Tillman said: 

“Mr. Chairman and gentlemen oft he 
As I retired from the hall to- 
night, passing among some gentlemen 
whom I knew, I was caught by the arm by 
one of them, a distinguished Democrat 
from Missour!, who, looking me in the eye, 
said: 

“Tillman, we are depending on you to 
see that there is no trickery or ocus pocus 
here tonight.’ "’ (applause.) 

‘In answer to that challenge or expres- 
sion of confidence, for I took it as some- 
thing of both, I looked him in the eye and 
responded: ‘Upon my honor, I am going 
to tell you the truth, whole truth and noth- 
ing but the truth, and'I will allow no.man 
to trifle with you in this case.”’ (applause. ) 

“Now what is involved in this situation? 
We have been laboring here for five days, 
many of us more than that, having been 
on the ground before the convention as- 
sembled and some of us have been in posi- 
tlons which allowed at least no sleep for 
two nights and very little in the day. I 
am among those unfortunates. We have 
wrestied with one another. We have ex- 
changed opinions. We has battled with 
one anvuther, at least in the committee on 
resolutions, for I was in tat committee in 
its session of 15 or 16 hours’ continuous 
work, and I Know with how much of 
travail, how much of anger the platform 
which has been adopted by this conven- 
tion was framed. 

“It was necessary in that committee for 
us to give and take. There were pro- 
nounced views antoganistic, which had to 
be reconciled, and after the long and lia- 
borious work of that commfttee we suc- 
ceeded in bringing about what I thought at 
various times in its deliberations was an 
impossibllity—we succeeded In bringing in 
to you a platform adopted by your com- 
mittee on resolutions unanimously.” (Ap- 
plause.) 


ENTER W. J. BRYAN, 


As Senator Tillman was endeavoring to 
‘answer a question injected into the discus- 
sion by former Senator Pettigrew of South 
Dakota as to whether Mr. Hill had not 
stated in committee that he did 
not know Judge Parker's views on the 
4nancial question Mr, Bryan came into the 
hall.

MOMENTOUS TELEGRAM IS READ. 


Gov. Vardaman, after réquesting absolute quiet, read the telegram, as follows: 

“Hon. W. F. Sheehan, Hotel Jefferson, St. Louis, Mo., July 9, 104. 

“I regard the gold standard as firmly and irrevocably established and shall act 
accordingly if the action of the convention today shall be ratified by the people. As 
| the platform is silent on the subject my views should be made known to the conven- 
tion, and if it is proved to be unsatisfactory to the majority, I request you to de- 
cline the nomination for me at once, so that another may be nominated before ad-

Bryan declared that if the telegram was 
sen: them Judge Parker should be asked to 
give his views on the recoinage of silver 
and asset currency. He thought Judge 
Parker would have been more manly if. he 
hal expressed it before the voters elected 
their delegates. 


OPPOSED TELEGRAM AS FRAMED. 

Bryan said he was opposed to sending the 
telegram as framed. 

“lf the gold standard is a good thing, 
then why run away from it? Why not put 
it in your platform?’ he declared, conclud- 
ing. 

Senator Daniel of Virginia then appeared 
to speak. 

Senator Daniel applauded Judge Parker 
for his telegram and said that he consid- 
ered him a much larger man today, after 
sending his message than before doing 80. 
It revealed the character of the man. 

Following senator Daniel, James B. 
Weaver took the platform to speak. 


“AN OPTICAL ILLUSION.” 

Gen. Weaver, in reply to Senator Daniels, 
who stated that Judge Parker was a foot

CLARK IGNORES CALLS. 
As Mr. Hamlin finished, it was evident 


that the delegates were heartily sick of 
listening to speeches, and were rapidly 


logiig temper over the constant succession 
of speakers who mounted the platform, and 
they. clamored flercely for a _ vote, but 
Chairman Clark, trve to his promise that 
every men ahould have a fair show. rec- 
ognized Senator Carmack of Tennessee. 

Senator Carmack quoted Mr. Bryan‘as 
having said in committee that Judge Par- 
ker’s nomination was platform enough. 

Mr. Eryan interrupted to deny the state- 
ment. J. Sharp Williams agreed with 
Senator Carmack. Mr. Bryan again dis- 
claimed having said so. 

“Mr. Chairman,” said Mr. Bryan. rising. 
hastily, ‘I beg the gentleman's pardon, but 
I never said that.’’ 

John 8. Wiliams eupporting Mr. Bryan 
in his statement, Senator Carmack accepted 
the correction. 

Senator Carmack undertook to correct a 
statement made by Mr. Bryan as to the 
proceedings in the committee on resolu- 
tions, and a short debate followed between 
the gentlemen with the result that neither 
satisfied the other as to who possessed the 
better memorv. 


BRYAN BOBS UP AGAIN. 


The senator took occasion to deny that 
he had ever received a message from Judge 
Parker, and the chair recognized Mr. Bry- 
an, who presented an amendment to the 
veniv to Juuec Parker, as follows: 

“But as you will, if elected, be called 
upon to act upon certain phases of the 
money question, we would Iike to know 
whether you favor reducing the volume of 
silver dollars; whether you favor an as- 
set and branch national banks; whether 
you prefer national bank currency to Unit- 
ed States notes.” 

Mr. Bryan had then talked into Sunday.

It began last Wednesday, the first day of the convention, when a subcommittee 
was appointed by the committee on resvo! utions. The subcommittee worked until 
1:30 a. m. Thursday in the Southern Hote! and at a meeting held at 9 a. m. a gold 
Standard plank was adopted by a vote of 7 to 3, Mr. Bryan being absent from that 
particular meeting. When the full committee took action on the subcommittee’s 
report the advocates of the gold plank were beaten by 35 to 16. Ex-Gov. Hill made 
a hard fight before the full committee, but was able to win over only about one- 
third of its members. Several of the southern and a number of the western states 
were firm against anything which would appear to be a repudiation of the Chicago 
and Kansas City platforms. Hill was frankly told that if he insisted several of the 
*uninstructed southern delegations which wanted to vote for Parker's nomination 
would be compelled to seek some other candidate.

In the course of the conversation the editor 
told of an amusing article he had received, full of crudi- 
ties and literary solecisms. When Mr: Lowell declared 
himself the author, the editor no doubt realized that per- 
haps some of the crudities might be in himself. 

Ambitious young men and women who think they can 
| write should take heart of hope from such lessons. The 
Topeka jester was wiser than he knew. He had been la- 
boring with his own undigested thought and the result was 
just what it ought to have been. Then he copied Macau- 
lay. He should continue such exercise and let the editors 
alone for awhile. Macanlay is a good pattern of style. 
Let him copy Milton and Burke. Little by little he will 
make their words his own. “hen their thought will begin 
to filter into his and transfigure it. A man who keeps good 
company long enough will insensibly acquire the tone, tem- 
per and style of good company. So if he makes good 
writers his models and imitates them he wil] by and by 
become of thr quality himself. A man is lifted up to the 
level of the spirit he hopes to emulate. 

The danger of compromise was twice demonstrated in 
the Democratic convention—once by the elimination of the 
money plank and again by the elimination of the income 
tax plank.

LONDON’S HIGH RENTS. 
From the Chicago Journal, 

Ife is indeed a lucky man who owns building property 
within the four-mile radius of London, for he can command 
a small fortune in the way of rental for his houses, shops 
or offices. as the case may be. Singularly enough, it is 
not in the West End of London, as many people imagine, 
where the highest rents are paid, but near the Old Lady 
of Threadneedle street. Some time ago one room near the 
Royal Exchange let for between $10,000 and $15,000 a yenr, 
‘while a house agent who advertised certain properties in 
Thregmorton street asked $1200 yearly rental for each of 
seven telephone boxes. For a suite of three rooms on the 
mezzanine floor $5000 a year was also asked, and $10,000 re- 
quired for six rooms on the first floor. 

For shops and business premises in the Strand gigantic 
rerts are paid, although, of course, Bond street is the 
dearest thoroughfare in the world with regard to shops. 
Many shopkeepers between Charing Cross and the old 
Lyceum theater pay between $10,000 and §$15.000 rental, ex- 
clusive of rates and taxes. Perhaps one might be able to 
obtain a very small shop for $3000 or $3500 per annum; but 
such a price would secure very indifferent accommodation— 
probably only the one room which faced the street.

“t ealled attention to the fact that we 
had to meet thts tssue: that we had to have 
either a perpetual debt or an asset cur- 
rency. if we had the national bank at issue. 
But they were so anxious to get harmony 
and bring the party together that we might 
fight this bettie as a unit, that they were 
not willing to dec'are against the asset cur- 
rency and branch bank. 

‘I then proposed a resolution that we 
thought the United States notes furnished 
better money than the nattonal bank notea, 
trving to get a declaration on that prin- 
ciple that had no connection with the silver 
question, but had a connection with a vi- 
tal, living, throbbing question, but they 
said, ‘In the interest of harmony we must 
leave that out.’

the schooner Harry G. French of 
ter at midnight Wednesday she was 
sliding on the starboard tack over « 
smooth swell, 18 miles northwest of 
South Sh lightsthip. In the bows, perr- 
ing blankly into a blanket of white fog 
that shut out everything a hundred yards 
away and blowing the foghorn, Saar ce Ar 
thur Farrington of the watch. | 

Away off to the eastward, rushing 
New York with’ a cargo of human souls, 
the Deutschland, Hamburg- American 


crosses the Atlantic, cut through the swell 
at the speed of a ratlroad train. Bright 
Nghts shone In her saloon.- The sound ef - 
music and applause and laughter 4rifted 
out Into the cold, gray fog. itt was the 
night of the regular concert. Above the 
sounds of merriment, at interva)s uf a 
minute, rose and fell the mourn‘ fal) ve ice 
of the efren. On the bridwe and in the 
crow's-nest officers and lookouvts were 
straining their eyes ahead inte the Priiat, 
although perforce they must strike any ob.- 
stacie before them ere they could more 
than signal for a stop. 

At one bell, or 12:30 o'clock the soncert 
was over and the music stilled.

‘GRAPHIC ACCOUNT GIVEN 


BY OFFICER OF MIKADO| 


Sen Turns Crimson With Blood at 


Kinchou Bay, Where the Water 
Was Covered With Dead Russian 


Soldiers and the Japanese Met Se-} 


vere Losses.

TOKIO, Japan, June 18.—Capt. Asano, 
who took part in the Japanese attack on 
Kinshow and Nanshan, describes it as fol- 

lows: 


“The attack on Kinchou was to have 
been made in co-operation with the navy 
very early in the morning of May 2, but 
(the warships did not put in an appearance 
that day owing to stormy weather. How: 
ever, our brigade of artillery opened fire 
as arranged. _The heavy guns on Nanshan 


returned the fire. Two or three guns at 
Kinchou also fired, but were silenced fn 
106°: minutes. They afterwards opened fire 
on our detachment on Shaokinshan, but 
were again quickly silenced. 

“At this time a bailoon belonging to the 
enemy was observed from Shaokinshan re- 
connoitering out of position. Our artillery 
fired some dozen shelis at the balloon, but 
the sky was overcast and the color of the 
balloon, blending with that of the clouds, 
we failed to hit it. By this means the 
enemy observed the movements of our 
troops for six hours. 

The order to attack Nanshan without the 
aid of the navy was issued at 6 p. m. and 
the army took up its position north of 
Kinchou at 10 p. m., the fourth division 
sending a galing fire on Kinshou. 

‘“‘About that time a heavy thunderstorm 
set in, and’ Shaokinshan was struck by 
lightning several times. 

“The enemy discharged firelights dur- 
ing the interval of the flashes of Dght-

“About lJ p. m. the thunderstorm cleared 
(away to the east, but the night was to 
dark the enemy's searchlights and beacons 
failed to disclose the advance of cur 
troops. 

“The booming of guns in the 4irection 
of Kinchou became louder and louder and 
the shouts of our charging troops arose 
from time to time. At 3 a.:m. a «enera) 
advance was made on Nanghan,. our 
troops moving with irresistible force, and 
the positions were occupied at 4:30 a. m. 

‘The’ enemy was also defeated at Kin- 
chou at 5:20 a. m. A detachment of the 
fourth division pursued the Russians, who 
had lately occupied Kinshou. The enemy 
ran into the water at Kinchou bay and 
shot at their pursuers, who also went 
into the sea knee deep. 

‘The enemy’s force, who numbered about 
6), were all killed, except some who were 
taken prisoners. 

“In this fight the sea was turned crim-

px Russian artillery poured a fire 
on our pursuing troops, who, in conse- 
quence sustained heavy losses. 

“At this time our army attacked Nan- 
shan from three sides. When our artillery 
concentrated its fire on the batteries of 
Nanshan the enemy's unprotected batteries, 
comprising some 40 guns, were silenced im- 
mediately. 

“The enemy's batteries again opened fire 
on our Infantry, who had approached very 
rear to the enemy. lin spite of the excel- 
lent tactics of the now A our losses were 
not so heavy as = 

“Our artillery again directed its fire on 
the enemy's batteries and covered the ad- 
vance of our infantry. 

“The enemy's rifie shots were hailing 
upon our men, but the latter reserved their 
fire. They ran from one position to 
another silently. but nimbly, as tf at ma- 
neuvres. The composure an discipline not 
omy surprised and. terrified the enemy's of- 
ficers but elicited the utmost admiration 
from our own officers. 


RUSSIANS WERE FOXY. 


“Our casualties increased, because the 
Russians fired at us only when we made 
forward movement and concealed them- 
selves in the trenches whenever we stopped 
to return their fire. 

“Meanwhile our arti! ery poured upon the 
enemy a galling and well-mimed fire, which, 


however, owing to the astrong detensive 
works, took effect only after six hours un- 
broken and arduous toll, when the enemy's 
artillery retired, leaving Only the men in 
the trenches to continue their fire. 
‘Thereupon the whole line of our army 
gradually advanced, reserve troops being 
ulso placed upon the field. But the enemy 
now became desperate. We sent volley 
after volley upon his right wing, but with- 


out effect. 
“The situation ntinued unchanged til] 
about 6:20 Dwar lien the troops of the 
fourth anmy. division occupied the rear, 
southwest of Nanshan, and planted the 
flag of the rising sun on the summit. 
Thereupon the rest of the troops furiously 
pushed their way onward and finally suc- 
ceeded in dislodging the enemy. Three 
cheers of Banzais were then given. It was 
then 7 p. m. Immediately after the occu- 
pation of Nanshan a force consisting of 
infantry, artillery and engineering troops 
was detailed to pursue the enemy.

The 
half-holiday and the free gate were, of 
course, largely responsible for the big 

crowa. 

The racing was very spirited and clean 
and remarkably formful. lhe feature event 
of the day was the Forest Park handicap 
at a mile and 20 yards, for 3-year-olds and 
upward. Bad Penny was the favorite. He 
opened at 2 to 1, but under a steady and 
persistent play receded to 8 to §& Tod 
Walsh had the mount, and Tod is consid- 
ered an accomplished artist in the saddle. 
Ba@ Penny, however, finished outside the 
money, although he was vigorously ridden. 
He is one of the finest looking thorough- 
breds ever seen in St. Louts, but he is 
much better at a mile and an eighth than 
at a mile beoaugse he is slow to get going.

FLAGSTAFF, Ariz., July 9.—Archaeolo- 
gists are much perturbed by the persistent 
looting of the prehistoric towns of Arizona

Vandals digging in the ruins find 
relics, which they dispose of, and so dis- 
tribute articles of great value in throwing 
light on the prehistoric inhabitants beyond 
the reach of ethnologists. 

Among the groups which the 
in this way are several between Flagstaff 
in thsi way are several between Flagstaff 
and the Black falis, In the Little Colorado 
river valley. These consist of a _ citadel 
and bulldings evidently devoted to a num- 
ber of different purposes.

The six-horse-power mall car in use at 
the Fair is making a record for itself as 
compared with the horse service.

is Left to Discretion 


HARLEY.” WHITE, “King of 


£6( the Queensberry Rules’ and the 
greatest of American referees, 


Says that the rules of the boxing gume as 
they now stand are incomplete. 
White has refereed more big fights than 
most men have seen, and is generally rec- 
ognized as one of hte greatest authorities 
on the great game of pugilism. He was,a 
member of the committee that drew up the 
boxing rules of the Amateur Athletic Union 
and has always stood foremost in the ranks 
of the men who have foughi for cleanliness 
and manly sport in the boxing world. 
For the Post-Dispatch Mr. White has 
written a brief commentery on the Queens- 
berry rules and outlines the cianges and ! 
additions which his iong experience an, 
suggested. 
He also discusses the chances of the two 
great gladiators in the next world cham- 
pionship battle and comments on the box- 
ing situation in the Eastern cities. 

By Charley White. 
There is nothing much the matter with 
the Queensberry rules as they now read, 
except that there is not enough of them. 
The rules are good, but they are too broad 
and not nearly as specific as they should 
be on certain points. 
The greatest weakness in the Queensberry 
rules is in that it does not provide for the 
winning of a contest in any way other than 


the\knockout. 

All contests that are decided by decision 
of the referee are not, strictly speaking, 
decided under the Queensberry rules tor 
(hat body of regulations gives,the refere? 
no such authority. 

The A. A. U. rules provide that points on 

which the judges shall decide the bout 
shal : “For attack, direct clean hit 
with the knuckles of either hand, on any 
art of the front or sides of the head, or 
ody above the belt; defense, guarding, 
slipping, ducking, counter-hitting or getting 
uway. Where the points are otherwise 
qual, consideration to be given to tue 
man who does the most leading. off.”’ 
Now those are the points that a referce 
in a regular prizefight considers, but there 
is no authority for it in the original 
Queensberry rules. This is a defect in the 
rules that should be remedied. 

Another very deplorable conditfon in box- 
ing today is the wrecking of the boundary 
lines of fighting division. There is no 
championship division clearly marked ex- 
cept the heavyweight who meets all com- 
ers. 

Here is Frankie Nefil claiming the ban- 
tamweight championship for winning it at 
120 pounds ringside when thé real feather- 
weight limit, under the old rules, ts 115 
pounds ringside and the bantam 16 unds. 
Young Corbett and Jimmy Britt, fignung 
for the featherweight championship, when 
neither of them could ge to within W 
pounds of the limit wetght with the ald of 
tx phoid fever, would be a joke if people 
did not take it seriously.

The 
government of Portugal lends its moral support 
to the enterprise, though it is financed by private 
individuals friendly to science.

She hag the sonvenir e. It isn’t for 
their intrinsic value that she steals things. 
She wants them for souvenirs. An article 
costing 10 cents appeals to her as irre- 
sistibly as one worth a hundred times as 
much, if it possesses the necessary souve- 
nir qualifications. 

The foreign and state buildings at the 
Fair have been the greatest sufferers at 
the hands of the souvenir hunter. They 
seem to display just the sort of trinkets 
and bits of interesting handiwork that 
make the best souvenirs. The list of loot- 
ing done by the souvenir unter among 
these building is astonishi::g. But it makes

HE French pavilion, that beautiful repro-

At the official opening reception in this bwild- 
ing there were so many thefts of small articles 
that the French commissioners became justly m- 
dignant. It was this initial experience which led 
them to decide upon keeping the pavilion closed 
to the general public, admittance being made pos- 
sible only by the presentation of cards issued 
for that purpose. But there was such a popula:

several notable instances. They have 
necessitated an increase in the number of 
private guards maintained in more than 


50 cents to 83 each. So great was the aggregate 
of these petty thefts that the management fina:ly 
resorted to the expedient of gluing these cups 
to the shelves and counters upon which they 
were displayed. Thus visitors find that they ma) 
inspect German porcelain, but cannot remove the 
small articles in the exhibit. The logica) in. 
ference is somewhat humiliating, but this must 
be charged to the account of the kleptomaniac 
souvenir hunter.

Special guards are now on duty in most of the 
foreign pavilions and the foreign section exhibits 
in other World’s Fair buildings are being closely 
watched. The kleptomaniac souvenir 
threatens to “swipe” every little thing exhibited 
et the World’s Fair uniess rigorously checked. 
And there is no national prejudice in the case 
either. American state buildings have suffered 
the same as the foreigners. 

On the occasion of the reception in the Ken- 
tucky building little hand-painted cups were used 
in serving lemonade. Every one of these cups 
was stolen by souvenir hunters. It can be seen 
at a glance what unique value they possess as 
souvenirs, proving, as they do, that Kentuckians 
are capable of celebrating in less potent liquids 
than the proverbial “tanglefoot.” Anyway, one 
of the Kentuckians caught a well-dressed wom- 
an im the act of secreting one of these cups, and 
when asked why she did it the answer promptly 
came that she “wanted it for a souvenir.” But 
the souvenir hunters were not content with taking 
these lemonade cups. Several rooms in the 
Kentucky building were robbed of small arti-les 
and more than one Kentucky colonel said luri.! 
things under his breath when an inventcry 
vealing the extent of the thefts was taken after 
the close of the reception. 

Arkansas has been robbed of several 
paintings and considerable decorated chinaware 
by souvenir fiends. California, Idaho, Missouri 
and Wisconsin have also reason to complain i 
this respect.

at the World’s Fair which has not suffered. And 
the returns are not all in yet. 

There is no disposition to charge that these 
petty thefts are the work of professional crim- 
inals, since all the facts in the case point to the 
contrary. It is the theory of those concerned 
that the stealing is done by women who are un- 
able to resist the temptation of acquiring a col 
lection of World’s Fair souvenirs by a process of 
more or less benevolent assimilation. 

And these women are well-to-do, they assert. 
Women of the poorer class, it is stated, from 
whose ranks petty thieves might be. expected

She is possessed by a determination to 
outdo her associates in the matter of World’s 
Fair souvenirs—and not always is she willing 
to obtain her souvenirs by legitimate purchase. 

“You will understand, of course,” explained a 
polite foreign guard on duty in one of the 
World’s Fair buildings, “that we are not making 
—.. because of any _heavy financial loss 


arising from: these thefts. The articles stolen 
are of comparatively little value. But they form 
a part of our exhibits and we wish to retain them 
on public view for that reason. Because of these 
facts we must take precautions to protect our ex- 
hibits from loss by petty thieving. 

“I have had frequent occasion to make requests 
of well-dressed +» »men to replace articles which 
I had seen thei i+ke from shelves or counters, 
and occasional'y the persons whom I thus 
warned, in effect, showed considerable embarrase- 
ment. The pilfering still continues, but I be- 
lieve that it can be reduced to a minimum by

The only way to color the lashes and brows is 
to have it done by an expert. The lashes and 
brows should be freed from any possible atom of 
grease in preparing them for the coloring fiuid, 
which is a harmless dye. 

While the eyelashes are being painted a shaped 
piece of cardboard fitting the eye is placed under 
the lashes to prevent the face from being stained. 
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The color is said w remain for a month. 

In cases where the eyebrows are too heavy or 
meet across the bridge of the nose, the greatest 
improvement in the appearance is made by hav- 
ing the disfiguring hairs removed. 

Cleo de Merode could lay no claim to the beauty 
championship until the space between the brows 
had been Widened by eradicating the hair. The 
only permanent way of doing this is by the Xray 
or by electrolysis, either of which will kill the 
growth of hair permanently. In. electrolysis, 
however, if the needle does not strike the center 
of the follicle the first time, which sometimes 
occurs, the operation has to be repeated. 

And there lies the trouble! The intellectual 
evebrow is sure to be too broad, according to the 
accepted standard of beauty, and the woman of

at that, and sometimes the brush goes against 
the hairs, ruffling them upward, which is hard- 
est of all to subdue. 

Now, some of my readers may have the perfect 
evebr6w. Let me congratulate them and hasten 
to tell them that, according to the phrenologist’s 
dictum, such brows denote a character of refine- 
ment, much delicacy of feeling arid sentiment and 
an artistic, sympathetic and affectionate nature. 

There are some simple remedies for the removal 
of these unsightly hairs, which must, however, be 
used with good judgment. 

The hair can be removed by a depilatory, and 
by frequent applications the growth éan be so 
thoroughly discouraged that it becomes weakened 
and finally ceases altogether. This method is not 
always successful, as on some persons the hair 
will appear stronger than ever after the use of a 
depilatory. 


A very good way of gauging the ways of the 
depilatery in one’s own case is to try it on the 
hair which usually grows on the arm. 

If the second growth is stronger and darker 
than. the first, do not try it on the eyebrows 
and never on the hair about the lips. 

The simplest way of getting rid of superfluous 
hair over or between the evebrows is to pull them 
out with a tweezers. This has to be repeated 
as soon as the hair begins to grow again. 

One of the very best and safest depilatories is 
the plaster stick, which, when heated, is a gum- 
my substance. This gum is laid on the offending 
hairs, allowed to cool and scraped off, the hair 
adhering to it. The old-fashioned hair depila- 
tories are applied to the hair by the aid of a lit- 
tle stick, the paste is allowed to remain on until 
dry, unless the skin be very tender, in which 
esse from five to eicht minutes is sufficient. One

Let it 
remain a few moments ahd then scrape it off 
with a blunt blade. 

Always use this and every other depilatory at 
night, and after scraping off the hair, apply a 
good cold cream, thus giving the irritation, 
should there be any, time to subside. 

The toilet of the eyebrow consists in training 
the under hair upward and forming an. arched 
line through the center. A little soap and water 
on the brush or finecomb will often emphasize a 
weak line of eyebrow sufficiently. 

The few straggling hairs growing over the 
brows are now and then shaved off. In fact, 
some women have their eyebrows shaved into the 
arch beauty, but this practice of course to 
be kept up indefinitely and can hardly be recom- 
mended except in unusual cases. The further 
away the brow is from the eye, the greater the 
beauty.
